Deaths from la grippe, scarlet fever, and diphtheria in Chicago. 

Chicago, III., March 6, 1899. 
Sir : I have the honor to make the following report relative to con-, 
tagious diseases in this city during the week ended March 4, 1899, viz, 
21 certificates of death were returned to the office of the commissioner 
of health, giving influenza or la grippe as the cause thereof, 9 to uncom- 
plicated influenza, and 12 to influenza as the cause, complicated with 
other affections, chiefly pneumonia and consumption. 

During the same period 16 certificates of death were returned, giving 
scarlet fever as the cause thereof, 1 07 cases being reported ; also 15, giving 
diphtheria as the cause, 73 cases being reported.
